As to Claim 1, the prior art of record taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious optimizing with a computer one or more of the optical indices by varying the trial 
source spectrum to generate the customized spectral profile, in combination with the rest of the 
limitations of the claim. 

As to Claim 26, the prior art of record taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious the customized spectral profile being generated by optimizing with a computer 
one or more optical indices by varying a trial source spectrum, and the optical indices being

calculated using the trial source spectrum or an uncorrected lamp source spectrum, in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim.
